$1.038% for No. 2'northern, and 93% cents 
Yor No. 3 northern. 

The claims put forward by dealers today 
for extra compensation on the ground 
that they will be unable to execute con- 
tracts with millers and others for a sup- 
ply of wheat are not to be entertained and 
on payment of the prices indicated the 
liability of the government is to be dis- 
charged. 

Something like 20,000,000 bushels are 
to be taken over in this consignment, and 
it is stated here by officials that it would 
not be surprising that if the bulk of 
Canada’s exportable surplus is acquired 
in this manner, the commandeering 
process may not again be invoked. 

It was explained semi-officially here to- 
night that the British government made 
no request upon the Canadian: gov-

Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.—Secretary 
of War Garrison today issued a formal 
statement arraigning former President 
William H. Taft for having lent his name 
to what are termed “ statements menda- 
clous in character and mischievous in in- 
tent” with relation to conditions in the 
Philippine ‘islands under the present ad- 
ministration. , 

“It is becoming plain,”’ the statement 
says. “that the Republican politicians 
are attempting to lay the foundation for 
campaign material with respect to the 
Philippine islands. There have recent- 
ly appeared a series of interviews or ar- 
ticles exhibiting a shameless intention 
in this matter. These statements are 
mendacious in character and mischiev- 
ous In intent. 


No Change in Method. 

“The government instituted in the is- 
lands by the United States was conceived 
in the best spirit and has in the main 
been carried out in the most worthy way, 
and conditions, governmentally consid- 
ered, were never better than they are now 

“The bill pending in the last congress 
which was pending in the last congress 
and which will be brought before the 
next congress is exactly in Ine with all 
that has heretofore been done in the is- 
lands, and is simply the next proper logi- 
cal step to be taken toward developing 
the people thereof for self-government. 

’.“* Tt has been falsely labeled an ‘ inde- 
pendence * bill, and the impression has 
beer widely conveyed that it alters in 
some vital, radical way the orderly 
progress of the celf-development of the 
Filipino people. Such an interpretation 
creates an absolutely false impression. 

” President Taft, when governor gen- 
eral of the Philippine islands, was the first 
one to announce that the motto of the 
American administration was ‘the Phil- 
ippines for the Filipinos.’ He properly 
and bitterly resented criticisms against 
him for taking this position. 

“ President [aft was absolutely justified 
fn his bitter denunciation of these at-. 
.tacks, which makes it all the moreamaz- 
tng to find him indulging in exactly the 
same conduct toward those who are now 
occupying positions of trust and responsi- 
bility in the Philippine government.” 


Refers to Jones Articles.

articles written by O. Garfield Jones and 
published in a California newspaper, and 
jater republished in pamphlet form under 
the .titlh “Unhappy Conditions in the 
Philippine Iciands,” with an introduction 
by Mr. Taft.

charges for electricity, and wonder why the unit prices for some classes’ of 
- service are less:than for some others. The principles underlying the mak- - 

ing of electric-service rate schedules are indeed somewhat complicated, 
growing out of the fact that electricity must be generated as required. Very 
largely, the customer’s rates depend upon his “load factor;” that is, the ratio 
of his average load to his maximum load. Not the primary (or maximum) 
rate, but the average per kilowatt-hour actually paid, is the important thing 
from the customer’s point of view. Sometimes an exaggerated ‘importance 
is attached to the “maximum” rate. _What one actually pays, of course, ‘Is

On the 
wry latt-day of his term, March 4, 1912, 
Presidesit Taft vetoed the second illiteracy 
wi. «The congress, of course, had no 
time left to bring the vetoed bill up for 
ferther action. 

in January last President Wilson sent 
hack with his veto the third bill estab- 
lishing the literacy test for future citi- 
gens of the United States. An attempt 
was made to pass it over his negative. In 
“the house it came within five votes of re- 
geiving the necessary two-thirds vote. 
By that small margin it failed for the 
third time to become a law.
